4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a hydrostatic, mechanical, 
split-power transmission with a continuously variable gear ratio including a hydrostatic part and 
a mechanical part as defined by the limitations of claim 13; including four particular clutches 
located on an output shaft, wherein the third clutch releasably connects the output shaft with a 
planet carrier of a second planetary gearset via a fifth spur gear, and the fourth clutch releasably 
connects the output shaft with a planet carrier of a first planetary gearset via an intermediate 
gear.
